MUST  ATTEND  TO  BUSINESS 
Today's  rioting,  which  Involved 
7,000  persons,  was  not  particularly 
violent,  but  it  was  noisy  and  it 
yielded  a  big  group  of  prisoners, 
most  of  whom  were  later  released 
by  the  police.  The  prisoners  still  In 
jail  tonight,  however,  warned  that 
the  manifestation  was  Intended  to 
give  notice  to  the  prince  that  he 
must  attend  more  closely  to  the 
business  of  his  realm  and  spend  less 
time  In  Paris  and  other  points  out- 
side Monaco. 

The  riot  did  not  assume  more 
serious  proportions  because  the  po- 
lice were  prepared  for  It.  They 
lined  the  streets  from  the  railway 
station  to  the  palace  with  school 
children,  hoping  friends  of  Prime 
M  mister  Marquet,  one  of  the  prince's 
principal  opponents,  would  call  off 
any  contemplated  demonstration  for 
fear  of  hurting  the  children. 
STARTED  AT  STATION 
But  the  Marquet  adherents  were 
massed  near  the  station  exits  and 
as  soon  as  the  prince  showed  him- 
self rioting  began.  When  the  fight- 
ing started  the  handful  of  police 
and  soldiers  found  themselves  ob- 
liged to  leave  the  princes  side  and 
disperse  the  crowd.

Second    Charge    Is  Laid 
Against  Head  of  B.C. 
Bond  Corp. 

JOHN  FRAME  ALLEGES 

FALSE  PRETENCES 


H  E.  Boorman.  managing  director 
of  the  B.C.  Bond  Corporation,  was 
yesterday  In  the  city  police  court 
committed  for  trial  In  the  higher 
court  on  a  charge  of  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretences  from 
David  Albert  Henry.  834  CralKHower 
Road.  Esquimau.  No  evidence  for 
the  defence  was  submitted  at  the 
hearing,  this*  being  reserved  for  the 
trial  latetr.  " 

A  second  charge  of  a  similar  char- 
acter was  also  laid  against  Mr. 
Boorman.  in  which  he  was  alleged 
to  have  obtained  certain  valuable 
securities  by  false  pretences  from 
John  W.  Frame,  1030  Wychbury 
Avenue.  Esquimau.  The  hearing  on 
this  second  charge  was  adjourned 
for  a  week  on  the  application  of 
counsel,  W.  C.  Moresby.  K.C..  who 
said  that  he  had  had  no  opportunity 
to  examine  into  the  matter.  Ball 
was  fixed  at  $20,000  on  the  second 
charge. 

A.  M.  Johnson,  K  C  ,  appeared  as 
prosecuting  attorney  in  both  cases. 
The  information  in  the  Frame 
charges  was  sworn  to  on  December 
ap,  and  it  Is  alleged  that  on  Sep- 
tember 24.  this  year,  the  following 
securities  were  obtained  under  false 
pretences:  Twelve  shares  Hahn 
Department  Store,  valued  at  $1,304; 
fifty  shares  preferred  stock  and 
fifty  shares  common  stock  in  United 
Printers,  valued  at  $2,500;  two 
bearer  bonds  of  $1,000  each  of  Du- 
quesne  Oas.  valued  at  $1,960.  These 
securities  were  taken,  it  Is  set  out, 
in  order  to  purchase  from  Mr.  Boor- 
man preferred  shares  in  the  B.C. 
Bond  Corporation. 

HENBY  CHARGES 

On  the  Henry  charges  the  evi- 
dence of  the  informant,  Mr.  Henry, 
a  retired  blacksmith  of  sixty-nine 
years  of  age,  was  that  about  four 
years  before  he  had  had  dealings 
with  the  B.C.  Bond  and  had  pur- 
chased through  a  salesman  of  that 
corporation  Buenos  Aires  bonds  and 
also  some  other  shares.  About  a 
year  ago  he  closed  his  account  with 
the  Bond  Corporation. 

On  September  22,  1930,  Mr.  Boor- 
man had  called  at  his  house  in  the 
evening.  He  had  told  witness  that 
he  was  putting  out  some  preferred 
shares  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
his  working  capital.  The  final  ar- 
rangements had  not  been  made,  he 
said.  When  completed  it  would  be 
the  strongest  company  In 
Columbia. 

Typewritten  statements  were 
duced,  witness  testified,  to  show  the 
profits  made  by  the  corporation. 
Mr.  Boorman  claimed,  he  said,  to 
have  made  over  $200,000  while  con- 
nected with  the  corporation,  and  the 
clients  were  well  satisfied  with  the 
way  the  business  was  being  con- 
ducted. One  of  these  had  told  Mr. 
Boorman  that,  if  it  continued,  they 
would  need  a  wheelbarrow  to  bring 
In  the  coupons. , 

BUYING  BLOCK 

Securities,  he  said,  would  be  re- 
quired to  take  over  the  Adelphl  and 
Signs  Buildings  at  the  comer  of 
Yates  and  Government  Streets.  A 
value  of  $70,000  wis  placed  on  the 
buildings  and  only  $50,000  worth  of 
securities  would  be  given  for  it. 

Mr.  Henry  said  that  he  spoke  of 
the  risk  that  attended  such  a  line 
of  business,  but  Mr.  Boorman  said 
they  had  one  offer  for  it  and  an- 
other would  be  made  and  taken.  He 
assured  witness  that  the  buildings 
would  be  sold  and  the  money  paid 
back  by  March  next. 

Mr.  Boorman  asked  him  if  he  had

Under  cross-examination  by  Mr.

BiAJrmaU  had  been  at  his  hou&e  for 
u.bout  ope  hour.  No  one  else  was 
present  with  them.  Referring  to 
the  typewritten  statements  as  to 
the  position  of  the  B.C  Bond,  which 
had  been  put  in  evidence  by  Mr. 
Johnson,  witness,  replying  to  Mr 
Moresby,  said  that  no  explanation 
was  made  by  Mr.  Boorman  as  to  the 
subject  matter  contained  in  this 
until  after  Mr.  Boorman  read  them 
to  him  at  his  house.  While  Mr 
Boorman  read  the  documents,  he 
explained  them. 

Witness  said  that  it  was  Mr.  Nee- 
lands  who  telephoned  film  a  few 
days  after  the  interview  with  Mr 
Boorman  and  asked  him  to  bring 
the  securities  in.  He  had  gone  down 
in  answer  to  this  telephone  call,  but 
had  had  a  conversation  with  Mr 
Moorman  before  the  transaction 
look  place.  A  clerk  was  called  in. 

"The  thing  was  that  Mr.  Boor- 
man asked  what  I  paid  for  the 
Buenos  Aires  bonds.  I  told  him. 
The  clerk  brought  in  a  New  York 
list,  but  they  could  not  find  it  on 
the  list.

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Johnson,  wit- 
ness said  that  he  believed  the  state- 
ments which  were  read  from  the 
documents  by  Mr.  Boorman. 

BANKING  SITUATION 

O.  R.  Stevens,  manager  of  the 
Royal  Bank,  testified  that  the  B.C. 
Bond  Corporation  banked  with  him. 

He  testified  that  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Bond  Corporation,  during 
the  successive  weeks  in  September, 
owed  the  bank  amounts,  respectively, 
of  $200,500,  $188,100,  $200.300 '  and 
$174,800.  These  amounts  were  cov- 
ered in  the  ordinary  way  by  securi- 
ties. He  admitted  to  Mr.  Johnson 
that  during  September  the  bank  was 
pressing  Mr.  Boorman  to  strengthen 
the  securities  or  reduce  the  indebt- 
edness. The  bank  pressed  for  money 
or  securities. 

Mr.  Boorman  had  mentioned  to 
him  the  matter  of  the  preference 
shares  and  had  raised  some  money 
in  that  manner. 

To  Mr.  Moresby  the  manager  of 
the  Royal  Bank  admitted  that  the 
slump  In  New  York  market  had  a 
bearing  on  the  situation. 

INSOLVENT  CONDITION 

Bailey,  chartered  ac- 
■n  called  in 
by  the  department  of  the  Attorney - 
General  to  make  an  investigation 
Into  the  British  Columbia  Bond 
Corporation,  said  that,  as  a  result  of 
his  investigations,  he  had  made  a 
report  that  in  September  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Bond  Corporation  was 
Insolvent 

Mr.  Johnson  filed  with  the  court 
exhibits  including  a  conveyance 
from  the  Royal  Bank  to  Mr.  Boor- 
man of  the  Adelphl  and  Signs  Build- 
ings dated  April  23.  1929;  a  convey- 
ance of  the  same  from  Boorman  to 
the  British  Columbia  Bond  Build- 
ing. Limited,  under  date  of  June  19. 
1929;  an  application  to  register  title 
to  property  on  May  29  on  behalf 
of  Boorman  setting  value  at  $30,000; 
an  application  to  register  in  the 
name  of  the  British  Columbia  Bond 
Building,  Limited,  under  date  of 
June  30.  1929  with  value  sworn  to 
at  $36,800;  copy  of  title  in  the  name 
of  Boorman  subject  to  mortgage  of 
$20,000,  and  copy  of  title  in  the 
name  of  the  Britteh  Columbia  Bond 
Building.

MAKES  GIFT  TO 
THIS  PROVINCE 

Famous  Ornithologist  -  Art- 
ist's Pictures  Added  to 
Provincial  Collection 

COLLECTION  SHOWS 

ABYSSINIAN  BIRDS 


Through  the  courtesy  of  tl»e  Field 
Museum.  Chlctmo.  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Provincial  Museum  at  the 
Parliament  Buildings  has  cccne  into 
possession  of  a  magnlfucent  set  of 
bird  and  animal  pictures  by  the 
noted  American  artist,  Louis 
Kuerten. 

The  bird  plctim 
twenty-eight,  have  been  mounted 
and  arranged  in  sets  of  three  in 
glass  cases,  which  are  hung  along 
the  stairway  leading  from  the  first 
to  the  second  floor.  The  unusually 
fine  coloring  and  lire-like  expres- 
sion make  them  immediately  notice- 
able, and  many  visitors  have  already 
commented  on  them. 

Puertes,  the  artist,  for  years  ac- 
claimed one  of  the  greatest  of  liv- 
ing animal  and  bird  artists,  met  his 
death  about  a  year  ago  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  motor  accident.  These  par- 
ticular pictures  were  painted  by  him 
while  he  was  a  member  of  the  Field 
Museum  and  Chicago  Dally  News 
Abyssinian  expedition,  which  went 
out  to  Africa  in  1926  and  1027. 

Altogether  he  painted  108  subjects 
which  were  purchased  by  Mr.  Cut- 
ting of  the  Field  Museum  after  the 
artist's  death,  and  presented  to  the 
museum.  From  the  108,  thirty -two 
of  the  finest  were  selected  and  re- 
produced by  offset  lithography,  four 
of  the  works  being  of  mammals,  and 
the  remainder  being  birds,  many  of 
the  latter  being  the  finest  Ind  most 
characteristic  species  of  Abyssinia. 
Both  an  ornithologist  and  artist,  he 
has  presented  with  minute  detail  the 
characteristic  eye.  plumage,  and 
form  of  each  bird,  among  the  fowl 
represented  being  the  Cape  teal, 
the  spur- winged  goose,  the  secretary 
bird,  the  white-necked  vulture, 
lappet-faced  vulture,  white-headed 
vulture.  Abyssinian  tanner,  African 
swallow- tailed  kite,  black-shouldered 
kite.  African  tawny  eagle,  bateleur 
eagle.  bearded  vulture.  African  har- 
rier hawk,  black -bellied  bustard. 
Lewea  sand  grouse,  green  pigeon, 
g-ey  plantain-eater,  pigmy  king- 
fisher, crested  hornbUl.  African 
night  heron.

"In  other  words  the  sum  of 
S590.200  has  been  made  available  to 
Vancouver  from  the  Federal  and 
Provincial  exchequers,  both  under 
the  Federal  unemployment  plan  and 
directly  from  the  Province  in  the 
case  of  the  $100,000  special  grant  to 
help  the  city  with  its  past  expenses 
before  the  operation  of  the  Dom- 
inion measure. 

"That  Is  only  half  the  story.  To 
help  out  directly  with  caring  for  un- 
employment in  the  city,  the  Gov- 
ernment undertook  development  of 
a  third  unit  of  the  university  lands, 
with  the  necessary  road  extensions, 
at  Point  Grey.  A  total  of  $106,000 
has  been  allocated  for  this  work.

"Again,  the  city  was  assured  of  a 
provincial  guarantee  o(  one -tenth  of 
the  cost  of*  the  Burrard  Street 
Bridge,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $200,000. 
Nor  does  It  end  there,  for  the  Gov- 
ernment is  prepared  to  carry  out  an 
extensive  plan  of  road  development 
on  the  new  central  arterial  highway 
through  Burnaby.  This  will  give 
employment  to  a  large  number  of 
men  dally,  drawn  from  the  area. 


"Vancouver,  In  short,  has  either 
received,  been  guaranteed,  or  has 
derived  a  secondary  benefit  from,  a 
sum  totaling  close  to  $000,000  since 
Its  unemployment  conditions  be- 
came acute.  The  sum  of  $500,200 
of  this  was  directly  paid  to  Van- 
couver, or  underwritten  in  Federal 
and  provincial  agreements  consum- 
mated or  pending:  $105,000  will  be 
spent  by  the  Government  at  the 
university  lands  area;  and  up  to 
$200,000,  at  a  maximum,  is  directly- 
guaranteed  on  the  Burrard  8treet 
bridge  project,  on  the  basis  of  one- 
tenth  of  its  cost.

NOT  A  SWEEPSTAKE 

"Some  people  seemed  to  think 
they  were  in  for  a  sort  of  Irish  Hos- 
pital sweepstake,  at  low  price  for 
a  ticket,  huge  prizes,  but  a  large 
number  of  blanks— real  sporting 
long  odds.  This,  of  course,  was  a 
mistaken  idea.  In  the  nature  of 
things,  the  hampers  containing 
samples  and  short  ends  could  not 
gB  be  Identically  alike  as  to  brands, 
etc.,  but  they  all  contained,  as 
nearly  as  humanly  possible,  the 
same  value  of  material,  and  this 
value  was  considerably  in  excess  of 
what  the  equivalent  liquors  would 
have  cost  in  the  ordinary  way. 

"There  are  exact  records  of  the 
contents  of  each  consecutively 
numbered  hamper,"  continued  Mr. 
Thomson,  "checked  over  three 
times.  The  hampers  were  all  sys- 
tematically packed  m  the  ware- 
house, and  sent  out  strapped  and 
sealed,  and  no  hamper  could  be 
opened  In  any  vendor's  store.  This 
order  was  stenciled  on  each  case. 

"Some  people  seem  to  think  they 
should  have  been  allowed  to  open 
up  the  hampers  at  the  vendors' 
stores,  and  pick  out  Just  the  brands 
they  wanted  and  take  them  away, 
for  $10.  A  little  thought  would 
soon  show  how  absurdly  Impractic- 
able and  unprofitable  this  idea 
would  have  been. 


"The  result  has  been  a  clearing 
up  of  odd  lines;  the  public  has  had 
the  advantage  of  consequently  re- 
duced prices,  and  several  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  have  gone  into 
the  Treasury,  realized  out  of  what 
was  dead  stock.  All  this  is  an  or- 
d  1  n  a  r  y  businesslike  operation. 
Some  people  would  have  liked  to 
see  this  liquor  all  poured  down  the 
sewer;  but  why  waste  the  money 
these  hard  times?"  said  Mr.  Thom- 
son. 

The  action  of  the  board  on  the 
question  of  the  hampers  has  been 
critlclzei  in  one  section  of  the  press, 
continued  the  chairman  ,  of  the 
board,  but  the  attack  served  but  to 
speed  up  the  sale  of  the 'hampers, 
he  intimated.

BEER  PLEBISCITES

It  Is  at  this  season  of  the  year  more  than  at 
any  dther  time  that  thoughts  turn  to  the  mall 
carriers.  They  are  hard-working  and  enduring 
employees,  who,  in  many  respects,  hardly  receive, 
from  either  the  Government  or  the  public,  the 
measure  of  consideration  that  should  be.  thelr's. 
There  is  a  great  trust  reposed  in  them.  The 
duties  they  carry  out  with  such  conscientious- 
ness are  arduous  and  monotonous.  They  are 
subjected  to  all  types  of  weather  and  run  far 
greater  risks  of  sickness  than  those  engaged  in 
a  more  sheltered  life.  Undoubtedly  they  deserve 
treatment  commensurate  with  the  nature  of  thelr 
employment.  The  public  would  not  grudge  their 
being  given  better  consideration  than  has  been 
their  lot  to  the  past. 

Some  days  ago  a  delegation  representing  the 
Federated  Association  of  Letter  Carriers  waited 
on  the  Postmaster-General  and  made  some  sug- 
gestions on  behalf  of  that  organisation.  What 
is  wanted  is  the  payment  of  medical  fees  by  the 
Department  in  all  cases  where  an  employee  is 
Injured  when  on  duty;  that  preference  should  be 
granted  for  inside  work  to  all  carriers  after  fif- 
teen yeas*  of  service;  that  there  should  be  a  full 
pension  for  permanent  disablement,  and  that  in 
case  of  death  a  pension  should  be  given  to  the 
widow  of  the  deceased.  Moreover,  there  Is  a  de- 
alre  for  the  return  of  all  contributions  to  the  su- 
perannuation fund  to  any  employee  leaving  the 
service  before  superannuation  age,  with  such 
contributions  paid  to  the  estate  in  the  case  of 

I  death;  payment  lor  overtime,  which  now  goes 
unremunerated,  and  certain  changes  in  the  con- 
ditions attached  to  mailing  privileges. 

There  is  nothing  drastic  in  the  suggestions 
made.  Perhaps  some  discretionary  power  would 
have  to  be  attached  to  the  granting  of  some  of 
them,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  return  of 
contributions  to  the  superannuation  fund,  but  on 
the  whole  they  are  fair  proposals  and  in  making 

:  them  the  mall  carriers  will  have  a  good  deal  of 
public  sympathy.  This  Christmas  time  the  mall 
carriers  are  perhaps  harder  worked  than  ever 
before,  as  It  Is  doubtful  If  the  amount  of  tempo- 

-  rary  help  given  them  Is  as  great  as  In  the  past. 

!  what  should  always  be  borne  In  mind  In  consid- 
ering their  case  is  that  their  responsibilities  are. 
In  a  sense,  and  a  very  definite  one,  heavier  than 
those  of  the  vast  majority  of  governmental  serv- 
ants. They  are  worthy  of  their  full  hire,  and 
that  hire  should  be  measured  in  full  relation  to 
their  duties. 

ABUSE  OF  CREDIT 

Sir  George  Palsh  Is  probably  nearer  the  mark 
than  any  other  economist  In  defining  the  causes 
of  present-day  depression.  The  kernel  of  what 
he  says  Is  contained  In  the  following: 

"The  truth  Is  that  the  great  buying  power  of 
the  world  and  the  high  level  of  commodity  prices 
could  not  have  persisted  for  so  many  years  but 
for  the  efforts  that  were  made  to  supply  phe- 
nomenal amounts  of  credit,  and  it  was  Impossible 
to  continue  these  exceptional  efforts  nder  the 
conditions  that  developed.  .  .  .  The  vast  amount 
of  credit  outstanding  did  not  warrant  Its  con- 
tinuous creation  on  so  great  a  scale.  Borrow* 
were  finding  difficulty  in  honoring  their  obliga- 
tions and  to  have  supplied  them  with  additional 
credit  on  the  same  scale  would  merely  have  In 
creased  their  difficulties  In  meeting  their  obliga 
tlons  when  the  time  came  for  them  to  pay  their 
way  out  of  their  own  economics.  The  extrava 
gant  speculation  in  securities  In  the  United 
States  helped  to  lengthen  the  period  of  credit 
e-xpanslon  but  it  must  be  acknowledged  that 
neither  In  America,  nor  In  the  rest  of  the  world, 
did  fundamental  conditions  afford  a  y  Justifies 
tlon  for  this  speculation,  nor  did  they  warrant 
the  additional  credit  v.hlch  tt  Involved.  As  soon 
as  the  world's  buying  power  ceased  to  be  main 
talned  by  abnormal  creations  of  banking  credit, 
a  decline  in  the  demand  for  goods  and  its  at- 
tendant consequences  of  a  heavy  fall  In  prices 
unemployment  became  Inevitable."

Writing  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  Stanley 
the  British  Conservative  leader,  Mr.  Austin  Hop- 
kinson  says  in  The  Nineteenth  Century:  "The 
fact  remains  that  the  people  as  a  whole  have 
confidence  in  him  and  in  no  one  else.  His  posi- 
tion Is  singularly  like  that  of  Lord  Kitchener  In 
the  early  days  of  the  war.  The  reader  will  re- 
member the  feeling  of  genuine  relief  which 
came  over  us  when  we  learnt  that  Kitchener 
was  to  be  placed  In  charge  of  our  military  forces. 
His  policy  has  since  been  the  subject  of  drastic 
criticism,  which,  in  many  respects,  was  perhaps 
Justified;  but  the  fact  remains  that  his  presence 
gave  us  confidence  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  lacking.  In  the  same  way,  Stanley  Baldwin 
has  the  confidence  of  the  nation  in  the  present 
crisis  and  certainly  no  one  else  has  it."

On  December  23.  1732. 
Arkwright..  th-  inventor  of 
chlnery  which  revolu 
cotton  Industry,  was  born  at  Pres- 
Ui  l-anmshtrw. 
He  was  the  youngest  of  tliirteen 
children,  and  received  very  little 
education,  owing  to  the  poverty  of 
his  parents.  At  an  early  age  he  was 
apprenticed  to  a  local  barber,  and 
he  was  only  eighteen  when  he  set 
up  In  business  on  his  own  account 
in  the  town  of  Bolton,  where,  as 
Carlyle  says.  "In  stropping  of  raiors. 
in  shaving  off  dirty  beards,  and  the 
contradictions  and  confusions  at- 
tendant thereon,  the 
tlons  in  that  rough  head  of 
spendles.  shuttles,  wheels  and 
trivances  plying  ideally  within 
same." 

Ten  years  later  he  gave  up  his 
business  in  Bolton  and  traveled 
around  the  country  for  the  purixww 
of  buying  female  hair,  which  he 
prepared  and  sold  to  wigmakers.  By 
this  means,  and  the  sale  of  a  recipe 
for  hair  dye,  he  secured  a  small 
amount  of  capital,  which  he  utilized 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  some 
Ideas  he  had  formed  for  an  im- 
provement in  the  spinning-jenny, 
then  recently  invented  by  James 
Hargreaves.  The  threads  produced 
by  the  jenny  could  only  be  used  for 
weft,  as  they  did  not  possess  the 
firmness  necessary  for  the  long 
threads,  or  warp;  and  one  day,  when 
Arkwright  was  watching  a  party  of 
workmen  lengthening  a  bar  of  red- 
hot  Iron  by  means  of  rollers,  the 
thought  occurred  to  him  that  pos- 
sibly cotton  might  be  treated  in  a 
similar  manner. 

MILL  PKOVE8  SUCCESS 
He  was  no  mechanic  himself,  but, 
with  the  aid  of  a  watchmaker 
named  John  Kay,  he  constructed  a 
machine,  in  which,  by  means  of  a 
double  set  of  rollers,  one  moving 
three  times  as  fast  as  the  other,  he 
found  that  he  was  able  to  spin 
cotton  Into  the  fine  threads  required 
for  weft.  This  machine,  known  as 
the  spinning  frame,  was  completed 
in  1768.  and,  as  he  had  exhausted 
his  funds,  he  entered  Into  partner- 


ship with  Jedediah  Strutt.  tbe 
patentee  of  the  ribbed -stocking 
frame,  who  suggested  several  im- 
provements which  were  Incorporated 
In  the  machine  patented  by  Ark- 
wright in  17«9. 

1  bjt  partners  opened  a  mill  at 
Northampton,  but  the  motive  power, 
which  was  first  supplied  by  horses, 
proved  too  costly,  and  they  moved 
Into  a  mill  at  Cromford.  In  Derby- 
shire, where  ample  waterpower  was 
available.  For  a  time  the  cotton 
manufacturers  refused  to  buy  Ark- 
wrlght's  yarns,  which  they  described 
as  "water-twist."  but  he  met  the 
difficulty  by  weaving  the  yarn  into 
calico,  which  proved  an  unprofit- 
able venture  until  the  Government 
tax  on  that  material  was  reduced 
to  threepence  per  yard, 
the  Cromford  mill 
a  great  financial  sucees,  and 
the  town  has  been  aptly  described 
as  "the  nursery  place  of  the  factory 
power  and  opulence  of  Great  Brit- 
ain." 

OTHER  FACTORIES  OPENED 

Arkwright  opened  factories  In 
other  parts  of  the  country,  but.  al- 
though he  amassed  a  large  fortune 
and  became  the  virtual  dictator  of 
the  cotton  industry,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  expend  huge  sums  of 
money  on  law  suits  in  connection 
with  his  patents.  He  suffered  greatly 
from  the  hostility  of  rival  manu- 
facturers, and  also  of  the  working 
classes;  the  antipathy  of  the  latter 
to  any  form  of  labor  -saving  device 
prompting  them  to  destroy  one  of 
his  largest  mills. 

At  the  age  of  fifty  he  commenced 
to  remedy  his  lack  of  early  educa- 
tion by  devoting  a  couple  of  hours 
each  day  to  the  study  of  writing, 
spelling  and  grammar,  and  four 
years  later  he  was  knighted,  an 
honor  which  was  conferred  upon 
him.  not  as  a  recognition  of  his 
genius,  but  because.  In  his  capacity 
of  High  Sheriff  of  Derbyshire,  he 
had  presented  an  address  of  con- 
gratulation to  George  III  on  his 
escape  from  death  by  assassination. 
Arkwright  died  on  August  3,  1792, 
at  the  age  of  sixty.

We  trust  that  hope  Is  not  dead 
In  the  human  breast  of  the  Prairie 
farmer,  who  has  had  a  bad  year, 
which  was  partly,  at  least,  of  his 
own  making,  although  he  seems 
disposed  to  blame  everybody  else 
for  his  unfortunate  condition.  Not- 
withstanding the  doleful  condition 
of  The  Manitoba  Free  Press,  there 
is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  tbe 
agricultural  business,  like  every 
other  business  In  Canada.  wUl  come 
back.  There  la  a  natural  law  of  the 
physical  world  that  everything 
which  goes  up  must  come  down. 
There  is  a  corresponding  law  In  the 
business  world  that  everything 
which  comes  down  must  go  up. 
There  has  never  been  a  business  de- 
pression as  yet  In  the  history  of 
the  world  which  was  not  followed 
by  a  business  expansion.  Wheat 
may  never  again  be  in  demand  at 
inflated  prices,  but  it  will  find  its 
natural  level,  and  there  are  other 
products  of  the  soil  and  the  barns 
which  may  be  cultivated  and  pro- 
duced at  remunerative  prices, 
see 

The  spirit  whleh  is  essential  to  the 
world  at  the  present  gloomy  period 
is  the  never-changing  spirit  of  the 
Sporting  Department— the  spirit  of 
confidence  and  optimism,  even  If  the 
conditions  do  not  appear  to  warrant 
a  spirit  of  enthusiasm.  This  Is  an 
age  of  organization;  but  some  of 
us  have  been  carried  to  extremes  In 
our  enthusiasm  for  organization. 
Many  people  have  assumed  that 
miracles  could  be  accomplished  by 
organization— that  by  organization 
and  co-operation  natural  laws  of 
business  could  be  changed— that  by 
withholding  products  from  the 
markets  the  buyers  would  be  com- 
pelled to  come  to  the  sellers  and 
pay  the  prices  demanded  by  the 
seders.  One  of  those  traveling 
mountebanks  came  across  the  border 
preaching  a  new  doctrine  of  busi- 
ness salvation.  There  are  always 
im  posters  and  humbugs  ready  to 
tell  the  people  what  they  must  do 
to  be  saved— for  a  fixed  price. 
•    •  • 

When  the  farmers  of  Canada  had 
fixed  the  price  at  whleh  they  would 
sell,  the  farmers  of  many  other 
countries  entered  the  market  with 
products  they  were  willing  to  sell  at 
any  price  their  goods  would  fetch. 
The  market  could  not  be  closed  with 
an  organisation  fence  made  In  Can- 
ada. Then  a  charge  was  hurled 
across  the  ocean  that  the  farmers 
of  Canada  were  trying  to  hold  up 
of  wheat  and  Increase  the 
of  food  to  British  consumers. 
Whether  that  charge  was  well 
founded  or  not,  whether  or  not  the 
Canadian  farmers  were  Justified  In 
refusing  to  sell  their  grain  at  less 
than  remunerative  prices,  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  present  case. 
There  Is  a  glut  of  wheat  on  the 
market  and  a  prejudice  has  been 
created  in  Oreat  Britain,  where  the 
market  fixes  the  price  of  wheat, 
against  Canada.  Such  Is  the  un- 
fortunate condition  which  has  been 


created,  and  it  must  be  changed  be- 
fore a  normal  state  of  business  can 
be  restored.

The  people  of  the  Prairies  were 
deceived  by  a  gllb-tongued  charla- 
tan in  the  first  Instance.  Now  they 
are  trying  to  deceive  themselves  in 
the  last  Instance.  They  seem  to  be- 
lieve that  the  conditions  they  have 
brought  upon  themselves  can  be 
changed  by  political  action.  Some, 
of  them  (principally  of  foreign  ex- 
traction) are  advocating  secession 
of  the  three  provinces  from  the  Do- 
minion, under  the  delusion  that  by 
smashing  confederation  they  can 
achieve  economic  salvation.  And 
that  is  one  of  the  ripe  fruits  of  the 
doctrine  The  Liberal  Manitoba  Free 
Press  has  been  preaching  for  many 
yeare— the  false  doctrine  that  the 
business  interests  of  Eastern  Canada 
and  Western  Canada  are  naturally 
antagonistic,  except  when  there  Is  a 
Liberal  Federal  Government  in 
power.

Dr.  A.  R.  Gordon  Passes 
Away  at  St.  Andrews 

MONTREAL.  Dec.  32  (CP). -Word 
has  been  received  here  of  the  death 
at  St.  Andrews.  Scotland,  of  Rev 
Dr.  Alexander  Reid  Oordon.  former 
professor  of  Hebrew  at  McGlll  Uni- 
versity, and  of  Old  Testament  lit- 
erature at  the  United  Theological 
College.  Montreal.  He  left  Mont- 
real in  April.  1930.  to  take  the  chair 
of  OM  Testament  literature  at  St 
Andrews  University. 

Dr.  Oordon  was  author  of  many 
books,  chiefly 
Testament 


The  discovery  of  catalysts  (agents 
that  remain  stable  -while  effecting 
a  change  In  a  compound),  enabled 
the  products  of  the  hydrogenatlon 
process  to  be  determined  at  wllL 
This  brought  Dr.  Bergius"  work  to 
fruition  and  enabled  him  to  re- 
ceive that  recognition  which  he  de- 
served. He  had  not  escaped  the  be-1 
httling  criticism  which  is  the  tribute 
always  paid  to  great  pioneers.  Some 
said  of  his  process  that  it  was  no 
better  than  the  ordinary  cracking 
process.  Others  averred  that  it  was 
impossible  to  hydrogenate  coal,  and 
they  persisted  in  their  error.  But 
the  situation  changed  when  suitable 
catalysts  were  found. 

Two  professors  of  Birmingham 
University  and  Mining  Research  La- 
boratory. Messrs.  Graham  and 
Skinner,  point  out  its  importance 
to  Oreat  Britain  for  two  reasons: 
first,  on  account  of  the  tremendous 
increase  in  the  nation's  require- 
ments for  motor  spirit,  and.  sec- 
ondly, owing  to  the  fact  that  by  the 
almost  complete  conversion  of  coal 
into  oil  a  new  industry  would  be 
formed  providing  an  outlet  for  ten 
million  tons  of  coal  per  annum  in 
addition  to  that  already  raised 
And  again,  it  Is  claimed,  that  a 
Urge  expenditure  on  hydrogenatlon 
plant  would  put  the  steel  Industry 
on  Its  feet^And  that  in  turn  would 
further  ISMW  the  mining  industry, 
for  it  Is  the  diminished  demand  for 
coal  for  the  depressed  steel  Indus- 
try that  Is  solely  responsible  for 
the  falling  off  in  the  home  con- 
sumption of  coal.  Only  If  coal  Is 
regarded  as  a  variety  of  molecular 
romplexls  is  It  possible  to  have  a 
glimpse  of  its  vast  potentialities.  So 
far  tar  has  not  been  subjected  to 
anything  like  complete  Investiga- 
tion. It  Is,  indeed,  largely  an  un- 
explored substance.  Many  experts 
have  said  that  the  bulk  of  It  could 
have  no  other  outlet  than  as  fuel 
oil;  no  other  value  than  as  such. 
That  It  may  now  be  transformed 
Into  motor  spirit  or  any  other  prod- 
uct of  higher  value  than  fuel  oil 
opens  up  wide  possibilities  for  its 
development. 

Dr.  Berglus  originally  declared 
that  the  yield  of  oil  was  from  "40 
to  80  per  cent,  according  to  the 
nature  <jf  the  coal  treated;  and  that 
one  short  ton  of  bituminous  coal  de- 
livered forty-five  gallons  of  gaso- 
line.

It  is  admitted  by  experts  that 
state  and  municipal  salaries  must 
be  further  reduced— unpleasant  as 
such  a  measure  Is  m  a  time  of  in- 
dustrial crisis.  The  weakest  points 
are  the  municipalities.  The  new 
laws  place  upon  them  the  burden 
of  supporting  an  even  larger  per- 
centage of  the  unemployed.  It  Is 
expected  that  some  cities  will,  with- 
in a  calculable  time,  be  financially 
inable  to  stand  the  strain. 

The  states  will  then  Interfere  and 
appoint  commissioners,  who  will  by 
flat  cut  expenses  and  lower  wages. 
If  the  municipal  budgets  can  be 
kept  in  balance  without  further  in- 
debtedness. It  is  expected  that  pub- 
lic finances  can  weather  the  Win- 
ter. 

The  worst  Item  in  the  picture, 
than  reparation  payments, 
are  the  floating  debts  of  the  mu- 
nicipalities. The  Oerman  Govern- 
ment hopes  gradually  to  achieve  a 
situation  where  it  can  obtain  a 
funding  of  these  short-term  debts. 
Meanwhile,  the  Young  payments  are 
provided  for  and  the  year's  export 
surplus  provides  sufficient  foreign 
currency  for  tne  transfer. 
TWO  DANGEROUS  PERIODS 
Two  periods  when  trouble  may 
be  expected  are:  First,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  February,  when  the 
Reichstag  meets.  Then  impatient 
deputies  might  conceivably  force 
Chancellor  Helnrlch  Bruenlng's 
hand  and  cause  his  resignation, 
thus  endangering  the  financial  res- 
toration and  smash  the  Oerman 
credit  position,  which,  resting  on 
short-term  loans,  is  extremely  vul- 
nerable. 

The  second  danger  time  Is  later 
In  the  Spring,  when  It  will  be  seen 
If  economic  recovery  la  imminent. 
Government  experts  bslleve  that  a 
moratorium  would  give  Oermany 
little  benefit,  and  that  in  any  case 
it  can  be  declared  only  when  public 
finances  are  in  order  and  the  credit 
situation  Is  stronger.  But  it  is  al- 
ways possible  that  hotheads  may 
get  control  of  the  situation  and  that 
the  so-called  chaos  party,  which 
advocates  a  simple  refusal  to  pay. 
regardless  of  the  consequences,  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  test  its 
theories. 

Foreigners  believe  that  such  a 
test  would  be  disastrous  for  Oer- 
many. The  correspondent's  personal 
opinion  is  that  Herr  Bruening 
and  sanity  are  likely  to  maintain 
control.

Sherwln-WlUlams  Company  of 
Canada  has  effected  a  reduction  in 
prices  of  virtually  all  Its  product*— 
a  reduction  which  ranges  from  40 
cents  a  gallon  on  standard  lines  of 
paint  to  a  general  downward  re- 
vision of  other  lines  of  varnish, 
enamel  and  wall  paints,  according 
to  a  Montreal  dispatch. 

The  cut  Is  a  natural  reflection  of 
lower  commodity  prices.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  actual  profits  are  not 
expected  to  be  affected,  while 
cheaper  paint  may  stimulate  de- 
mand to  some  extent. 

The  reduction  to  present  prices 
carries  paint  values  back .  to  the 
lowest  point  In  thirteen  years.  Pres- 
ent quotations  are  at  $3.50  a  gallon; 
wholesale  prices  In  1917  were  13.30 
Since  that  time  the  price  has  ranged 
from  a  high  of  $5.30  a  gallon,  In 
1920,  to  existing  levels. 

Raw  materials  today  are  a  low 
figure.  Turpentine  has  declined 
steadily,  and  at  80  cents  a  gallon 
registers  a  drop  of  20  cents  since 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  1920 
this  commodity  sold  at  $2.«fi  a 
gallon. 

Linseed  oil.  another  constituent 
of  paint,  is  presently  quoted  at  89 
cents  a  gallon.  This  compares  with 
a  high  of  $2.70  a  gallon  In  1919  and 
a  low  of  56  cents  In  1914.  Since 
that  time,  howevw.  Unseed  has 
never  dropped  to  levela  as  low  as 
they  are  today.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  22. —The  Cana- 
dian Geological  Survey,  Department 
of  Mines,  have  published  that  sec- 
tion of  the  summary  report  for 
1929  i part  A),  which  deals  with 
British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon 
Territory.  In  a  review  of  the  min- 
ing industry  of  the  Yukon  during 
1929.  W.  E.  Cockfleld  states  that 
production  from  the  established 
camps  was  maintained  at  a  high 
level,  and  in  the  case  of 
lng  In  the  Mayo  Camp, 
slightly  Increased.  The  Taku  River 
district,  British  Columbia,  Is  de- 
scribed by  F.  A.  Kerr.  The  occur- 
rence of  mineralization  In  this  area 
has  already  been  proved,  even 
though  the  economic  worth  of 
the  properties  has  not  yet  been 
fully  demonstrated.

As  this  book  is  not  Intended 
as  a  history,  the  author  has  given 
only  a  few  broad  statements  to  in- 
dicate the  general,  and  not  always 
very  encouraging  trend  of  things 
down  to  the  middle  of  last  century. 
He  says  that  the  English  tradition 
was  not  in  its  origin  based  on  a 
logical  theory,  nor  was  It  the  crea- 
tion of  any  Inspired  reformer.  It 
has  merely  grown  out  of  the  life  of 
the  nation.  It  Is  not.  as  Is  some- 
times said,  the  monopoly  of  a  class. 
It  Is  the  common  Inheritance  of  all 
English  schools  that  are  free  to  live 
a  life  of  their  own  and  It  Is 
steadily  spreading  from  school  to 
school.

Sanderson  and  theli 
like,  the  old  ideals  have  been  re- 
captured. 
PROMOTING   DIVERSE  GIFTS 

The  type  of  education  which  holds 
the  field  today  Is  outlined  by  the 
author  substantially  as  follows:  It 
is  based  on  religion,  relies  largely 
upon  games  and  open  air  prowess 
where  these  Involve  corporate  effort, 
has  developed  an  Intellectual  appeal 
on  many  sides  which  is  meant  to 
promote  the  growth  of  many  diverse 
gifts.  Is  no  longer  afraid  of  art, 
music,  or  the  drama,  and  Is  Inspired 
by  the  duty  of  preparing  all  for 
the  service  of  their  generation. 

Religion,  then,  In  this  view,  lies 
at  the  base  of  all  education,  and 
Dr.  Norwood  makes  an  eloquent 
appeal  to  all  teachers  In  his  own 
country,  In  the  Dominions,  and  to 
the  United  States,  "to  seek  to  bring 
up  a  generation  that  will  have 
learned  to  fear  Ood  and  to  live 
rightly  and  for  spiritual  values." 

In  the  second  place,  discipline  is 
at  the  centre  of  the  English  tradl- 
Uon and  definitely  relies  on  It  The 
tradlUon  Is  that  the  schools  are  not 
autonomous  or  self-legislating.  Self- 
government  "by  forms,"  and  the 
several  types  of  school  democracies, 
the  author  looks  upon  as  mere  Idle 
wasting  of  time.  What  la  required 
is  that  the  boy  shall  understand 
what  Is  expected  of  him,  that 
authority  comes  from  above,  but  all 
share  the  delegated  power  for  the 
purpose  of  living  a  common  life. 

Those  students  of  education  who 
fear  that  the  advocates  of  voca- 
tional training  are  having  it  all 
their  own  way  in  their  appeals  for 
popular  support  will  be  encouraged 
by  the  robust  conttdence  which  Dr. 
Norwood  asserts  the  supreme  im- 
portance of  a  general  liberal  educa- 
tion. In  his  opinion  the  most  out- 
standing subjects  of  study  to  a 
liberal  course  are  Latin,  and,  to  a 
loss  degree,  mathematics.  As  he 
regards  all  education  as  really 
"vocational"  to  relation  to  life,  he 
sees  no  reason  why  the  boy  whose 
general  education  has  been  secured 
should  not  then  select  for  further 
study  those  disciplines  that  have 
direct  reference  to  his  future  call- 
ing; but  at  this  point  he  lays  his 
Anger  upon  the  chief  defect  of  the 
narrowly  vocational  school.  It  is 
possible  to  make  vocational  studies 
the  vehicle  of  a  body  of  knowledge 
of  the  life  of  man  to  Industry  and 
fine  art,  which  Is  truly  "liberalizing," 
capable  of  setting  the  mind  free. 
Unfortunately  those  subjects  are 
usually  taught  merely  as  a  narrow- 
ing special  training  for  a  gainful

Old  hands  aboard  the  Melanope 
looked  grave.

THIRSTY  MASTER  MARINER 
Despite  this,  the  Melanope.  brave 
and  handsome  ship  that  she  was. 
appeared  to  have  no  serious  trouble 
till  in  1898.  when  her  owners  put  her 
on  the  block  in  Antwerp,  where  she 
was  sold  to  a  very  thirsty  master 
mariner  who  had  run  away  with  an 
equally  thirsty  and  quite  wealthy 
daughter"^  an  Indian  officer.  Some 
months  later.  It  la  recorded  in  that 
admirable  book  of  Basil  Lubbock's. 
"The  Last  of  the  Windjammers." 
the  old  ship  turned  up  at  Panama, 
where  the  lady  suc?umbed  to  drink. 

continuing  his  voyage, 
when  a  few  days 
out  of  Panama,  and  was  lost.  The 
mate  then  took  charge  and  worked 
the  ship  to  San  Francisco,  where  he 
sold  her  to  J.  J.  Mcore  &  Company 
to  pay  the  crew,  he  said,  though 
there  were  dark  and  mysterious 
rumors  that  the  :>.ate  had  been  seen 
counting  piles  of  gold,  enough  to 
pay  off  a  thousand  crews,  in  the 
cabin  of  a  departed  skipper. 

Out  of  the  incident  grew  new  em- 
bellishments to  the  story  of  the 
Melanopes  certain  doom.  Now.  In- 
stead of  being  merely  a  ahip  which 
had  been  curred  by  an  apple  woman 
the  Melsnope  took  on  new  glamour 
as  a  ship  haunted  by  the  ghosts  of 
two  miserable  wretches  whom  drink 
had  driven  to  destruction.

It  was  In  France.  In  1756,  during 
the  reign  of  Louis  XV,  that  all  this 
happened.

MONTREAL,  Dec.  22— For  the 
training  of  advanced  students  and 
graduates  In  the  field  of  mental 
health,  a  grant  of  $60  000  from  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  has  been 
made  to  the  Canadian  National 
Committee  for  Mental  Hvglene.  It 
was  announced  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  committee 
held  here  Saturday.

These  research  physicians  state 
definitely  that  stout  people  will 
burn  up  starches  and  prevent  ac- 
cumulation of  fat  If  they  will  eat 
Just  the  amount  of  food  they  ac- 
tually need. 

They  hare  been  able  to  foretell 
the  exact  weight  reduction  that  will 
take  place  ln  overweight  individuals 
by  a  certain  date  or  number  of  days 
or  weeks.  If  they  eat  a  certain  defi- 
nite reduced  amount  of  food  dally. 
Sometimes  the  overweight  does  not 
begin  to  go  off  for  a  number  of 
days,  and  there  ts  some  discourage- 
ment, but  In  a  few  days  the  reduc- 
tion begins  and  the  fat  goes  away 
rapidlr.  making  up  for  the  slow 
beginning. 

They  state  that  there  are  two 
groups  of  overweight  individuals. 
The  first  group  Includes  those  with 
various  human  weaknesses,  over- 
eating and  ignorance.  The  second 
group  Is  composed  of  those  whose 
conditions  cause  a  decrease  ln  th.; 
activity  of  the  body,  less  physical 
work  to  do. 

So  you  see  there  Is  no  mystery  to 
reduction.  If  you  are  willing  to 
eat  less  and  work  more,  you  are 
bound  to  get  results.

Town  in  Venezuela  Is 
Taken  by  Insurgents 

BOOOTA.  Colombia,  Dec.  22  (API. 
—A  Venezuelan  Insurgent  movement 
predicted  here  for  some  time,  Is  re- 
ported In  Bogota  newspapers  to 
have  broken  out  in  the  southwestern 
part  Of  the  country,  but  there  Is 
little  expectation  here  of  its  success.

It  has  frequently  been  pointed 
out  that  with  some  hands  greater 
safety  can  be  assured  by  means  of 
a  strip  and  end  play  rather  than 
through  taking  a  finesse  no  matter 
how  tempting  it  may  be  to  do  so.

How- 
ever, a  study  of  the  hand  would 
show  that  should  North  happen  to 
hold  the  King  of  Hearts,  as  he  ac- 
tually does,  then  West  would  not 
go  game  as  North  would  be  en- 
abled to  make  his  long  Diamond 
suit.

passes  and  West,  with  an  excep- 
tionally strong  hand  and  apparent 
double  protection  in  all  four  suits, 
bids  two  No  Trumps.  North 
passes  as  he  has  no  hope  of  real 
accomplishment  in  Diamonds  If  he 
should  bid;  whereas  he  has  some 
real  hope  of  defeating  the  No 
Trump  contract  by  leading  Dia- 
monds against  that  declaration.

North  with  five  Diamonds  headed 
by  the  Klng-Queen-ten  opens  the 
King  of  Diamonds.  East  plays  the 
three,  SouUi  tl>e  four  and  West  the 
nine.  Declarer  refuses  to  take  this 
trick  for  the  reason  should  North 
continue  the  Diamonds,  the  Ace 
and  Jack  left  In  Wests  hand  will 
take  two  tricks.  Futhermore  the 
Declarer  is  perfectly  willing  to  have 
North  shift  to  another  suit. 

81nce  West  has  opened  the  bid- 
ding with  two  No  Trumps.  North 
deems  it  advisable  to  shift  to  one 
of  his  shorter  and  weaker  suits 
rather  than  to  lead  away  from  his 
King  of  Hearts.  Accordingly  he 
chooses  a  Spade,  leading  the  nine. 
This  trick  South  wins  with  the  Ace. 
thus  obtaining  an  opportunity  to 
lead  a  Diamond  through  Declarer's 
hand  up  to  Norths  indicated 
strength. 

At  this  point  the  Declarer  must 
gauge  whether  or  not  he  is  going 
to  take  the  finesse  In  Hearts.  If 
he  is  not  going  to  do  so,  then  he 
must  retain  a  Diamond  In  his  own 
hand  or  Dummy's  in  order  to  throw 
North  Into  the  lead  at  the  end.

Opportunity  of  any  kind  is  a  result,  of  which  production  of  some  kind  ia 
always  the  cause.

And  the  chief 
reason  our  producers  have  been  less  successful  is  because  they  have 
failed  to  receive  from  Canadian  citizens  generally  the  same  loyal  support 
that  the  producers  in  certain  other  countries  have  received  from  their 
citizens. 

Some  of  these  countries  import  practically  nothing  that  they  are  capable 
of  producing  for  themselves.  But  we  Canadians  are  so  careless  about  our 
daily  buying,  so  thoughtless  of  the  welfare  of  our  producers,  so  short- 
sighted about  keeping  the  door  of  opportunity  open  for  our  sons  and 
daughters,  that  every  working  day  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  sold  about 
92,500,000  worth  of  imported  merchandise  that  our  own  producers  would 
have  been  glad  to  make  for  us,  if  we  had  only  given  them  the  chance! 

Why  not  l#t  us  all  resolve  that  from  now  on  we'll  try  to  bring  our 
and  girls  back  home  by  remembering,  in  our  buying,  that  it  must 
be  "Canada  First"!

Stocks  Lose  Half 
Of  Recent  Advance; 
Decline  Is  Uneven 


NEW  YORK,  Dec.  22  <AP).— Most 
of  the  financial  markets  reacted 
today.  The  decline  In  stocks,  al- 
though broad  and  large  enough  to 
erase  half  of  last  week's  gains,  wis 
to  have  been  expected  In  view  of 
the  violent  rally  last  week,  for 
obviously  the  short  Interest  was  sub- 
stantially reduced  during  the  re- 
bound that  started  on  December  17, 
thus  diminishing  potential  supports. 

The  share  market  seemed  gov- 
erned largely  by  technical  consider- 
ations rather  than  by  an  abrupt  re- 
turn of  pessimism.  Quotations 
sagged  steadily,  with  the  sole  ex- 
ception of  a  brief  period  In  the  first 
hour,  when  copper  shares  showed  a 
fair  degree  of  firmness  coincident 
with  a  small  price  increase  by  cus- 
tom smelters.  If  there  were  any 
outstanding  soft  spots,  they  were 
the  utility,  chemical,  farm  imple- 
ment and  rail  divisions,  but  other 
classifications  were  not  far  behind 
»nd  the  general  net  losses  ranged 
from  1  to  about  4  points.  Numerous 
lost  more  extensively, 
machinery  shares  were 
pieMuie.  lUUiOttd  htocts  re- 
turned to  the  quotations  prevailing 
before  last  Friday  s  upturn. 

Price  movements    in  the  bond 
narket  became  decidedly  two-sided 
today,  after  steadily  forging  ahead 
for  three  days.  Second-grade  Issues 
that  staged  the  strongest  comeback 
'  last  week  showed  a  reversal  of  form, 
.  luccumbtng  to  the  Influence  of  a 
:  weak  share  market.    Prime  bonds, 
;  however,  were  steady  to  firm,  show- 
'  ng  small  fractional  changes  prln- 
:ipally  on  the  upside.

Inability  of  the  mar- 
ket to  advance  beyond  that  resist- 
ance level,  an  Inability  which  was 
made  clear  cut  by  yesterday's  mar- 
ket performance,  calls  for  a  re- 
turn, at  least,  to  the  low  levels 
reached  in  the  middle  of  last  week.
